NEW YORK, March 14 (ZP)—Sen­ 
ate crime probers today accused 
Racketeer Frank (The Hands) Cos­ 
tello of flirting with perjury and 
said they would ask the Justice 
Department to see if he can be 
prosecuted.

Earthquake Terrifies 
Millions O f Europeans 
FRANKFURT, Germany, March

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McKeldin Offers $7,011,843 
Supplement To His Budget 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., M arch 14 (ZP)— 
Gov. M cKeldin tonight recommend­ 
ed new appropriations for pay raises 
and other state projects that would 
swell M aryland’s budget for next 
year to more than $163,000,000. 


He offered the General Assembly 
a supplement of $7,011,843 to his 
original $160,000,000 budget Most of 
it would increase the pay of the 
state’s 14,000 employes. Only part 
of it would require money not a l­ 
ready budgeted. 
A t the same time M cKeldin sent 
in three bond bills to borrow a 
total of $22,695,000 for state con­ 
struction and civil defense. 
His new money measures were 
promptly referred to Senate and 
House committees which have been 
scanning his main budget for the 
last month. 
The governor’s supplemental bud­ 
get asks appropriations of $5,094,734 
in general funds and $1,917,109 in 
special funds. 
General fund spending was pin­ 
ned tightly to a shift of state police 
expenses from general accounts to 
highway revenues. If an adm inistra­ 
tion backed measure to effect the 
transfer is rejected, so would every 
penny recommended 
for general 


fund spending in the supplemental 
budget.

amounted to $1,680,472. In McKel- 
din’s prim ary budget, the money 
was to have been drawn from gen­ 
eral levies, such as the income and 
sales taxes.

with Italy over Trieste. Pour days earlier Soviet 
Deputy Foreign Minister Gromyko had told deputies 
of the Council of Foreign Ministers meeting in Paris 
that Russia would discuss an Austrian peace treaty 
only if the West agreed to discuss Trieste. 
“The Trieste problem is not a big one and we are 
going to solve it with Italy when the moment for 
that comes,” Tito told a group of World War II 
veterans. “Now is not the time in this tense situation.” 
Under the terms of the World War II peace treaty 
with Italy, effective September 15, 1947, the Free 
Territory of Trieste, a narrow strip of coastline on the 
•ast of the Istrian Peninsula, includes some 276 square 
miles. The shoreline extends about 80 miles along the 
Gulf of Trieste and the Adriatic Sea. The treaty 
provided that a governor would be elected by the UN 
Security Council and would in turn appoint a tem­ 
porary Council of Government. Allied troops were 
limited to 5,000 Americans, 5,000 Britons, 5,000 
Yugoslavs. 
Col. Hermann Flueckiger of Switzerland, originally 
nominated for the governorship by Britain, was 
rejected by Security Council vote in May, 1949. Only 
Russia and the Ukraine voted in his favor; Western 
nations by then were advocating returning Trieste to 
Italy. Under the treaty, U. S., British, Yugoslav troops 
would remain in Trieste 90 days after the appoint­ 
ment of the governor, thereafter only at his request. 
The U. S. and Britain have repeatedly denied Russian 
charges that Trieste is being used as a Western 
military and naval base. 
In linking an Austrian treaty with disposition of 
Trieste on March 7, Gromyko was repeating the 
diversionary tactics Russia had used in a May, 1950, 
meeting of the deputy Foreign Ministers. Yet at the 
Moscow conference in October, 1943, Russia agreed 
that Austria was to be treated not as an enemy but 
as a state taken over by the Nazis against its will. 
Russia originally supported Yugoslavian demands 
for a part of the southern area of Austria known as 
Carinthia. Other points of dispute include Western 
charges that Russia has appropriated properly Aus­ 
trian assets as part of the German assets she is 
entitled to receive as reparations from Germany; and 
Kremlin demands for certain key political and 
economic privileges in Austria after the peace. 
Like Berlin, Austria is under four-power military 
occupation. In April, 1950, the Defense Department 
placed U. S. troops there at 10,000. In May, the U. 8., 
Britain, France said their occupation forces would be 
replaced by civilian commissions. But that was before 
the June, 1950, Communist invasion of South Korea. 
U. S. Ambassador-at-Large Jessup on March 7 
called Mr. Gromyko’s introduction of the subject of 
treaty violations by the Allies “a strange approach.” 
Soviet satellite nations, he said, were themselves 
violating human rights and military clauses of their 
peace treaties. 
Peacs treaties with Rumania, Bulgaria and 
Hungary, worked out in 1946 along with the Italian 
treaty, established the following military limitations: 
Rumania: army, 120,000 men; navy, 5,000; air force, 
8,000; Bulgaria: army, 55,000 men: navy, 3.500; air 
force, 5,200; Hungary: army and navy, 65,000 men; 
air force, 5.000. Total forces of the three nations were 
estimated in late 1950 at: Rumania: 210.000 to 230.000; 
Bulgaria: 125,000 to 150,000; Hungary: 45,000 to 100,000. 


HE OVERWEIGHT should Al­ 
ways remember that fat comes 
from the dinner plate and not 
the air. Too good an appetite 
and too much food are more likely 
to be responsible than the glandular 
system of a family tendency. The 
remedy is obvious but control is 
more easily said than done for a 
number of reasons. 
Obesity is less prevalent among 
the rich than the poor who must of 
necessity depend upon cheap foods 
that are high in starches but lack­ 
ing in satiety value. The well to 
do can afford more fat and protein, 
which satisfy the pangs of hunger 
over a longer period of time. In this 
respect obseity often is considered 
a deficiency disease and in some in­ 
stances is remedied when the indi­ 
vidual learns how to select more 
balanced menus. 
There are many physical and 
psychological reasons for overeat­ 
ing. Psychiatrists tell us, for exam­ 
ple, that some women eat because 
they wish they were pregnant and 
derive satisfaction from attempting 
to duplicate the feeling of fullness 
that the added poundage brings. 
Others eat to avoid pregnancy by 
unconsciously accumulating a few 
layers of fat to discourage the ad­ 
vances of the opposite sex. Th# 
same plan is utilized to evade mar­ 
riage. 
At any rate, unhappiness 
probably is one of the most preva­ 
lent emotional causes of gorging 
food. Most of us have experienced, 
in periods of dissatisfaction, a long­ 
ing for “something” even though 
we don’t know what we want. Some 
attain satisfaction by nibbling on a 
cookie or piece of candy. 
The physical reasons are less well 
known. There is a theory that the 
body has the power to burn up sur­ 
plus calories in the diet. 
If every 
excess calory were stored it would 
be possible, by drinking an extra 
glass of milk each day for a year, 
to put on 24 pounds. Yet there are 
millions who remain at the same 
weight year after year, even though 
their diet varies considerably. The 
opposite 
also 
happens; 
s o m e 
gain, even though they eat ex­ 
traordinary 
little. Unless 
t h e y 
are careful they become plump in 
no time. There also are many who 
In early life have been able to eat 
all they want without putting on 
an ounce. Later they are forced to 
mind their p's and q’» to keep a 
slender figure. 


Arms Race And War 
When Stalin says one thing and his subordinates 
do another, there is only one safe conclusion. It 
seems to be standard Russian practice for a Stalin 
statement hinting at peace to be followed by official 
actions that are uncompromising and hostile. In such 
cases actions speak louder than words. 
Last month, for Instance, Stalin said that the 
Soviet budget proves Russia’s desire for peace. No 
nation, he said, can strengthen its civilian economy 
and simultaneously “inflate war industry and multiply 
its armed forces without risking bankruptcy.” Russia, 
he said, was strengthening its civilian economy. 
Now Finance Minister Zverev announces that 
Russia is increasing its expenditures for its armed 
forces by 20 per cent to a peacetime record figure of 
96,000.000,000 rubles — equivalent to $24,000,000,000 at 
the official rate of exchange. This new budget, Zverev 
Insists, is further proof of Stalin’s claim that the 
Soviet wants peace! 
Exact comparison of American and Russian figures 
Ic difficult. A year ago, for instance, the reported 
dollar figures for the U. S. and Russian military 
budgets were approximately equal, although Russia 
was supporting an immensely more powerful military 
establishment. Russian military costs were much 
lower because of such factors as forced labor, lower 
military pay, fewer “luxuries” for the armed forces, 
lower official prices for materials, and others. 
The U. S. military budget now is higher than the 
Russian military budget, but it will buy much less in 
preparedness. 
But both budgets are increasing as the arms race 
continues. Arms races, it is widely believed, always 
lead to war. If there is any truth in that statement, it 
derives from the fact that the weaker side got into 
the race too late to upset the aggressor’s plans. It may 
be nearer to the truth to say that wars start when 
one side thinks it can win an easy victory. 


Highway Hazards 
Every state is becoming increasingly concerned 
over the increase in traffic deaths. The disgraceful 
record of traffic casualties is being made in the face 
of a nation-wide program of safety education which 
begins with the children in school, sponsored by locpl 
and state organizations, and all law-enforcement 
agencies. 
Licensing of automobile drivers was touted as the 
panacea for highway accidents. All states except one 
now have automobile driver license laws, but these 
have not proved a deterrent to reckless driving. It 
might be concluded there is no way of solving this 
problem. 
B ut there is a cure, and it rests with the drivers 
of automobiles. In practically every accident resulting 
in death speeding is a factor. Liquor takes its toll. Is 
It too much to hope that eventually those who operate 
automobiles will develop proper regard for their own 
lives and the lives of others. 
Until that great day arrives, traffic deaths will 
continue to mount and the hazards of the highways 
will increase.

BERLIN 
THIS STRANGE city is an island 
of freedom amid the surround­ 
ing slavery of the Soviet zone 
of Germany. It is a place 
where millions of simple people 
bravely carry on in the ever-present 
shadow of danger. It has several 
other personalities and aspects. But 
for the traveler, Berlin is, above 
all, a chink in the iron curtain, 
through which much can be seen 
that is not visible from Washington 
or Paris or London. 
Perhaps the best symbol of the 
first thing one sees through this 
chink is a mothballed tank. Until 
rather recently, a large faction of 
Western intelligence officers had 
been encouraged by the belief that 
the Soviets possessed no reserve 
armor west of the Vistula. True, 
there were at least 12 Soviet armor­ 
ed divisions in Eastern Germany, 
but 
these 
divisions, 
constantly 
wearing out their tanks in training 
and on maneuvers, did not seem 
ready for a drive across Western 
Europe. 
Then one fine morning reports 
began to come in of tanks moth­ 
balled in garages and warehouses, 
in the same way that we mothball 
our reserve fleet. The size of this 
newly disfcovered reserve of Soviet 
armor has not yet been determined, 
but the estimates of the readiness 
of the Soviet armored divisions 
have already been anxiously re­ 
vised. 
Brought To Readiness 
No one in Berlin expects a war 
this year (as no one in Seoul did 
either, it must be added). But the 
fact remains that the most striking 
phenomenon to be seen through

Wanted Co-Ordinator 


The moment Admiral Sherman 
would step out of his post as chief 
of naval operations, America would 
lose at the head of its Navy one 
of its most valuable operating men. 
The duties of the chairman do not 
Involve operations. In fact, there is 
much question among students of 
the present defense law whether 
creating the position of “chairman” 
was not a mistake in the firsc place. 
The general impression has arisen 
that the “chairman.” although he 
does not have a vote, nevertheless 
is some kind of a superior military 
chief who tells the other members 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff what 
to do. 
Actually, the purpose of Con­ 
gress was to supply the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff with a co-ordinator, and It 
would have been much better if the 
title had been “Secretary General 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff.” 
If Congress should amend the law 
in that respect, it would clear up 
many doubts as to the true purpose 
of a “chairman.” There is, of course, 
a constructive 
value 
in 
having 
someone 
attached 
to the Joint 
Chiefs of 
Staff 
who 
does 
not 
have any operating responsibilities 
in any of the services. There Is 
much work to do in connection with 
the meetings of the Joint Chiefs, 
and also In explaining to Congress 
what the Joint Chiefs are doing. 
If there were no one with the title of 
“chairman” to carry on this parti­ 
cular work, it would be necessary to 
create such a job and formalize it. 
T hat’s why the post of “Secretary 
General of the Joint Chiefs of Staff” 
would give the Joint Chiefs a lia­ 
ison with Congress and with other 
branches of the government. 
At the Pentagon many observers 
feel that the President should have

direct contact with the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. He could do so only by 
having conferences frequently with 
the three operating heads of the 
armed services. On such occasions, 
when the presence of all three were 
not required, the secretary general 
could continue to brief him on rou­ 
tine delevnpments.The statute which 
is now in effect designates the three 
members of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff as the principal military ad­ 
visers of the President and. strictly 
speaking, they should give their 
advice directly to the White House 
instead of through someone else. 
Acted As Liaison 
During World War II. the Joint 
Chiefs operated as an entity with 
representatives of the Army, the 
Navy and the Air Force, but the 
fourth member was Admiral Leahy, 
who was chief of staff to the late 
President Roosevelt. Admiral Leahy 
acted in the capacity of secretary 
but did not attempt to direct or 
boss the Joint Chiefs of Staff. He 
often relayed messages direct to 
the President and acted as liaison 
between the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
and the President on many impor­ 
tant matters. The secretary general 
could continue to do this job with­ 
out leading to any wrong impres­ 
sions as to his powers over the 
actual • operations 
of 
the 
Joint 
Chiefs. 
The basic thought throughout all 
American history has been that the 
civilian side would really retain the 
final command and that at no 
time would any single military man 
obtain any sort of control of the 
armed forces. The idea instead has 
been that the military would take 
orders directly from the Comman­ 
der-in-chief. a civilian, elected every 
four years by the people. This Is as 
far as the electorate has ever wish- 
ed to go in delegating the powers of 
life and death with respect to our 
military forces. 
Even today, the orders for the 
most important steps in a war must 
come from the President, who in 
turn gets that authority from Con­ 
gress. 
When General Bradley retires, 
therefore, the proposal undoubtedly 
will be made to amend the present 
law and specify that the duties of 
the fourth member of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff shall be solely those 
of coordination and that he shall 
not In any way exercise any author-' 
ity over the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
itself.

Underground tankage is being con­ 
structed at the airfields so that 
this stock can be further increased. 
In the same way, stocks of am­ 
munition, of spare parts of all kinds 
for the air and ground forces, and 
of all other similar necessities of 
war have been substantially in­ 
creased. 
Crated air engines and even air 
frames have been brought in, so 
far as can be judged in far larger 
numbers than would be needed to 
support the

Force of from 450 to 500 jets in 
East Germany. 
Methodical War Preparation

Use Of New TY Channels

B U D A P E S T —(ZP)—The Hungarian 
farm er, traditionally a strong in­ 
dividualist, is facing the prospect 
of increasing pressure 
from 
the 
Communist regime to get into the 
farm collective movement. 
E a rly 
this 
month 
M inister 
of 
State Erno Gero, deputy secretary 
general of the Communist Party, 
told the second party congress that 
Hungary can complete its five-year 
plan a year earlier if the farmers 
"w ill make up their backwardness.’ 
The government-controlled press 
is filled with attacks on the Kulaks, 
meaning 
the 
relatively 
wealthy 
farm er. 
At the same time the I 
press is extolling the agricultural j 
cooperatives and their growth in 
the country. 
This is a sure sign; 
of a new government drive to get 
more farmers into the collectives.; 
Hungary undertook an extensive 
land reform proaram after the end 
of the war. 
This w*as aimed at 
elim inating the feudal character of 
the agricultural economy which was 
blamed for the huge exodus of H un­ 
garian farmers to other countries.; 
including the United States, between 
1899 and the outbreak of W orld 
W ar I. 
Under the land reform of 1945 
the bier landowners lost their hold- \\ 
ings which were parcelled out to 
the so-called “ landless” peasants. 
Those with no land received from j 
five to nine “ holds” and those w ith ; 
small farms already got an addi­ 
tional four to five “ holds.” 
A 
“ hold” is equivalent to a little morel 
than an acre. 
Under the program 
642,000 peasant fam ilies without any j 
land or dwarf holdings got about | 
4,586.t90 acres, that year. 
This did not solve Hungary’s land 
problem. 
It was apparent that the 
relatively small-sized strips of land 
received were not sufficient to meet 
the requirements of modem agri­ 
culture.

However, it wasn’t until August 
1948 that the Communists began to 
s t r e s s 
collectivization. 
M atyas I 
Rakosi, 
secretary 
general of the 
Communist Party, said in a speech: j 
“ W e must face the question which 
is to be the road of development 
of the peasant farms. 
The answer; 
is clear—'working peasantry chooses 
the road of cooperation and mutual 
aid, the road of collective work.” 
Progress 
toward 
collectivization 
was 
slow. 
Soon 
after 
Rakosi’s 
speech the number of cooperatives 
was given as 350, within a year as 
1.500 and by June, 1950, at 2.000.: 
The 
2,000 cooperatives 
cultivated 
slightly over *>00,000 acres. 
These are the last figures made! 
public here. 
A later announcement said that; 
13.1 per cent of all arable land 
belonged to the “ socialist sector” 
at the end of 1950. but of these only 
seven per cent were peasant co­ 
operatives and 6.1 per cent state-? 
owned estates. 
Behind this slow progress was 
two-fold reasoning: That coopera­ 
tives should be formed on a volun­ 
tary basis, and that no pressure 
should be put on the peasant who 
is suspicious of collectives anyway.

NEW YORK, March 14 (TP) — The 
stock market struggled valiantly 
to get ahead today but was batter­ 
ed down by a late selling surge. 
The railroads and a long list of 
widely diversified issues were com­ 
fortably ahead in the third and 
fourth hours, but everything fell 
before the barrage of late selling. 
The fall brought out many losses 
of $1 and $2, and in some instances 
it pushed to nearly $3 a share. In ­ 
frequent gains among the leaders 
were held to less than a dollar. 
The aircrafts wrere hard hit as 
were steels, a number of rails, rub- 
hers, farm implements, chemicals, 
some air lines and building m aterial 
issues. 
Total trading for the day came to 
2.110.000 shares as compared with 
2.330.000 shares traded yesterday. 
The Associated Press average of 
60 stocks lost 80 cents at $91.90. 
The industrial component was down 
$1230, rails 60 cents and utilities 20 
cents.

Delegation Gives 
City Home Rule 
Green Light 


Off-Street Parking 
Also Gets Boost 


The Allegany County Delegation 
yesterday issued favorable reports 
on bills providing statutory Home 
Rule for Cumberland and for an 
enabling act to allow the city to 
establish off-street parking facili­ 
ties. 


The first, House Bill 523, intro­ 
duced by the Delegation, includes 
a local referendum. It adds eight 
new sections to the city charter 
but does not authorize the city to 
abolish the Civil Service or Merit 
System and prohibits the city from 
dropping any such jobs. 
The second, House Bill 527, which 
authorizes the city to finance off- 
street parking, was amended by the 
Delegation to include a referendum. 
Introduced yesterday was House 
Bill 588, by Delegates Reed and See, 
which 
would eliminate Allegany 
County from a list of counties in 
which officers may examine a motor 
vehicle without a warrant, under 
certain conditions. 
In seven Maryland counties, in­ 
cluding Allegany, officers can stop 
and search a vehicle to examine the 
owner’s game and fish bag and 
make sure the hunter is conforming 
with the law. 
Pay Raises Deferred 
The Delegation yesterday dis­ 
cussed, but deferred action on fin­ 
ance bills requested by the City -of 
Cumberland and increases for city 
firemen and policemen. 
The Delegation said a petition has 
also been received from 28 other 
city employes, 
asking for wage 
boosts similar to police and firemen. 
Charles M. See, chairman, said 
the Delegation will discuss the above 
bills today, but added it may be 
Friday before a definite decision is 
reached. 
Chairman See said the Delegation 
has not returned a decision on a 
bill setting up a special taxing area 
for Bowling Green. 
He added, however, that it “looks 
like it may get a favorable report” 
as it includes a referendum.

BALTIMORE, March 14 (JP) 
The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
reported today it set two new oper­ 
ating efficiency records in 1950. 
Its freight traffic increased by 
13.5 per cent, with a corresponding 
increase in freight revenue over 1949. 
Passenger revenue wras up slightly. 
There were fewer passengers, but< 
more of them rode in parlor and 
sleeping cars. 
Total income during the year was 
$411,228,553. 
The figures were published today 
in the railroad’s annual report to 
stockholders. 
The operating records were on two 
highly t e c h n i c a l measurements 
which railroad experts use to judge 
freight handling efficiency. One of 
them involves the number of tons 
per train. The other Is the ratio of 
ton-miles to hours of crew time. 


Facilities Improved 


The B & O attributed the gains 
to larger freight cars and more 
powerful locomotives, i m p r o v e d 
roadway, yards and signals, better 
supervision and new facilities. 
Other highlights of the annual 
report: 
Coal and coke constituted 42 per 
cent of the 1950 freight traffic. 
Passenger traffic declined 15.8 per 
cent but passenger revenue was up 
1.65 per cent. 
The B & O spent $24,481,112 in 
new facilities or modernization of 
old ones. Principal projects started 
during the year were a new ore pier 
on the Baltimore waterfront which 
soon will start unloading South 
American iron ore from ships and 
a new double-track tunnel on the 
main line between Grafton and 
Clarksburg, W. Va. 
Other installations noted were a 
centralized traffic control system 
between Grafton and Parkersburg, 
W. Va., and two-way radio equip­ 
ment between Connellsville, Pa., and 
Fairmont, W. Va.

Robertson was one of 32 pickets 
in the vicinity to prevent movement 
of non-union mined coal. He and 
Melvin Cutheston, 36, Gilmore, were 
struck by the Hughes-driven truck 
when he returned from the coal 
company office. Cuthertson received 
a broken wrist.

truck swerved, striking Robertson 
and throwing him headfirst on a 
bumper guard of a parked car. 
Shortly after the tragedy Hughes 
was quoted as saying that a foot- 
long board carrying IO 20-penny 
nails had been placed under the 
outside right rear tire of his trucl$, 
a p p a r e n t l y when he stopped. 
Hughes found the board in the de­ 
flated tire when he arrived at the 
mine, it was reported. 
Hughes will be represented at the 
trial by Attorneys Horace P. Whit­ 
worth, Jr., and Edward J. Ryan. 
The maximum penalty provided 
for conviction of manslaughter by 
motor vehicle under state law is 
three years in jail or the House of 
Correction or $1,000 fine or both.

For Gas Fields 


Garrett County 
"Gold Rush" Noted 


ANNAPOLIS, Md.. March 14 CTV- 
“It’s like a gold rush” to de*.lop 
the natural gas field in Garrett 
County, the head of the Department 
of Geology said today. 
“A gambling spirit” hangs over 
the area with producers crowding 
in to tap the gas which started 
coming in about a year ago, Joseph 
Singewald told the House Ways and 
Means Committee. 
Singewald wants to put some re­ 
strictions on the development, and 
Garrett County wants to reap somt 
benefits by taxing the gas. 
Two bills to accomplish both pur­ 
poses were considered by the House 
committee. The Senate already has 
passed a bill to let the county put 
a seven per cent tax on producers. 
Representatives of the Cumber­ 
land and Allegheny Gas Company 
and Columbia Carbon Co. protested 
the tax as a restraint on develop­ 
ment. 
Louis Jones, attorney for Colum­ 
bia, conceded his company is re­ 
signed to some taxation but “it 
should be proportioned between th# 
producer and purchaser.” 
Cumberland and Allegheny rep­ 
resentatives felt the tax was proper­ 
ly on the producer, but objected to 
collecting it as provided in the bill 
introduced by Senator Fraley (R- 
Ga^rett). 
Issues 32 Permits 
Singewald reported his depart­ 
ment has issued 32 permits for drill­ 
ing in the 40-mile stretch of Gar­ 
rett County in which natural gas is 
likely applications are coming in. 
He said the race was spurred on 
by tapping in January of a well 
producing 12,000,000 cubic feet daily. 
The average well, he added, is pro­ 
ducing 300,000 cubic feet. 
“The drilling rush is just on,” he 
said, and state regulation ic needed 
in the interest of conservation and 
economy. 
“Those who prefer to be non­ 
restricted opportunists and to gam­ 
ble on obtaining more than a fair 
share of this natural resource,” will 
not favor enactment of the regula­ 
tory bill, Singewald said. 
Among these are Garrett County 
legislators, he added. 
He said he had talked several 
times with Senator Fraley about 
introducing the bill. “He kept stall- 
me off” until finally House 
Speaker Luber (D-Balto. 5th) put it 
in. 
“Now he (Fraley) asks you not 
to pass this bill at this session 
because it is so late.” 
Urges Orderly Growth 
The bill is concerned solely with 
orderly 
development 
and 
proper 
spacing of wells, Singewald main­ 
tained. 
“Uncontrolled 
drilling 
of 
un­ 
necessary wells can readily result in 
the waste of a large sum of money,” 
the geologist said. 
“Unnecessarily closely spaced wells 
results also in uneven exhaustion 
and in uneven lowering of the gas 
pressure in the pool which can 
result in reduction in the ultimate 
gas recovered from the pool.” 
Singewald maintained the .small 
operator and owners of land with­ 
out wells in the drilling areas would 
be protected by state control of 
spacing. Otherwise, he said, the 
owner of a small lot could put in 
a well and draw the gas off ad­ 
joining land. 
“In 
the 
build-up 
portion 
of 
Mountain Lake Park,” he said as an 
example, “the average acreage per 
well is already reduced to 16 acres. 
“Most of these wells are being 
drilled on leases of town lot size. 
The owner of such a well at pre­ 
sent takes the gas belonging to a 
number of surrounding lot owners 
whose only recourse to obtain, their 
share of the gas would be to drill 
wells on their lots.” 
Frank Boyd, a geologist for the 
Cumberland & Allegheny Gas Com­ 
pany, argued the producers art 
going to be interested in economy 
and efficiency without state regula­ 
tion because it is their money.

Before The Big Four 
Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia demonstrated his mill 
to get along with the West on M arch ll, when he 
minimized the importance of his country’s dispute 
mrith Italy over Trieste, Four days earlier Soviet 
Deputy Foreign Minister Gromyko had told deputies 
of the Council of Foreign Ministers meeting in Paris 
that Russia would discuss an Austrian peace treaty 
only lf the West agreed to discuss Trieste. 
* The Trieste problem is not a big erne and we are 
going to solve It with Italy when the moment for 
that comes.” Tito told a group of WTorld War II 
veterans. "Now is not the time in this tense situation.’* 
Under the terms of the World War II peace treaty 
with Italy, effective September 15. 1947. the Free 
Territory of Trieste, a narrow strip of coastline on the 
•ast of the Istrlan Peninsula, includes some 276 square 
miles. The shoreline extends about 80 miles along the 
Gulf of Trieste and the Adriatic Sea. The treaty 
provided that a governor would be elected by the UN 
Security Council and would in turn appoint a tem­ 
porary Council of Government. Allied troops were 
limited to 5.000 Americans, 5,000 Britons, 5,000 
Yugoslavs. 
Col. Hermann Fiueckiger of Switzerland originally 
nominated for the governorship by Britain, was 
rejected by Security Council vote in May, 1949 Only 
Russia and the Ukraine voted in his favor; Western 
nations by then were advocating returning Trieste to 
Italy. Under the treaty, U S British, Yugoslav troops 
would remain in Trieste 90 days after the appoint­ 
ment of the governor, thereafter only at his request. 
The U. S. and Britain have repeatedly denied Russian 
charges that Trieste is being used as a Western 
military and naval base. 
In iinkin-r an Austrian treaty with disposition of 
Trieste on March 7, Gromyko was repeating the 
diversionary tactics Russia had used in a May, 1950, 
meeting of the deputy Foreign Ministers. Yet at the 
Moscow conference in October, 1943. Russia agreed 
that Austria was to be treated not as an enemy but 
as a state taken over by the Nazis against its will. 
Russia originally supported Yugoslavian demands 
for a part of the southern area of Austria known as 
Carinthia. Other points of dispute include Western 
charges that Russia has appropriated properly Aus­ 
trian assets as part of the German assets she is 
entitled to receive as reparations from Germany; and 
Kremlin demands for certain key political and 
economic privileges in Austria after the peace. 
Like Berlin, Austria is under four-power military 
occupation. In April. 1950, the Defense Department 
placed U. S. troops there at 10.000. In May, the U. 8., 
Britain, France said their occupation forces mould be 
replaced by civilian commissions. But that was before 
the June, 1950. Communist invasion of South Korea. 
U. S. Ambassador-at-Large Jessup on March 7 
called Mr Gromykos Introduction of the subject of 
treaty violations by the Allies "a strange approach.** 
Bowiet satellite naMons, he said, were themselves 
violating human rights and military clauses of their 
peace treaties.

Arms Race A nd W ar 
When Stalin says one thing and his subordinates 
do another, there is only one safe conclusion. It 
seems to be standard Russian practice for a Stalin 
statement hinting at peace to be followed by official 
actions that are uncompromising and hostile. In such 
cases actions speak louder than words. 
Last month, for Instance, Stalin said that the 
Soviet budget proves Russia’s desire for peace 
No 
nation, he said, can strengthen its civilian economy 
and simultaneously “inflate war industry and multiply 
Its armed forces without risking bankruptcy.** Russia, 
he said, was strengthening its civilian economy. 
Now Finance Minister Zverev announces that 
Russia is increasing its expenditures for its armed 
forces by 20 per cent to a peacetime record figure of 
98 000 000,000 rubles — equivalent to $24,000,000,000 at 
the official rate of exchange. This new budget. Zverev 
insists, is further proof of Stalin’s claim that the 
Soviet wants peace! 
Exact comparison of American and Russian figures 
U difficult A year ago. for instance the reported 
dollar figures for the U. S and Russian military 
budgets were approximately equal, although Russia 
was supporting an immensely more powerful military 
establishment. 
Russian military costs were much 
lower because of such factors as forced labor, lower 
military pay, fewer "luxuries” for the armed forces, 
lower official prices for materials, and others. 
The U. S. military budget now Is higher than the 
Russian military budget, but it will buy much less in 
preparedness. 
But both budgets are increasing as the arm s race 
continues, Arms races, it is widely believed, alwavs 
lead to war. If there is any truth in that statement, it 
derives from the fact that the weaker side got into 
the race too late to upset the aggre sor’s plans. It may 
be nearer to the truth to say that wars start when 
one side thinks it can win an easy victory. 


H ighw ay Hazards 
Every state Is becoming increasingly concerned 
over the increase in traffic deaths. The disgraceful 
record of traffic casualties is being made in the face 
of a nation-wide program of safety education which 
begins with the children in school, sponsored by local 
and state organizations, and all law-enforcement 
agencies. 
Licensing of automobile drivers was touted as the 
panacea for highway accidents. All states except one 
now have automobile driver license laws, but these 
have not proved a deterrent to reckless driving. It 
might be concluded there is no way of solving this 
problem. 
But there is a cure, and it rests with the drivers 
of automobiles. In practically every accident resulting 
In death speeding Is a factor. Liquor takes its toll. Is 
it too much to hope that eventually those who operate 
automobiles will develop proper regard for their own 
lives and the lives of others. 
Until that great day arrives, traffic deaths will 
continue to mount and the hazards of the highway* 
will increase.

and too much food are more likely 
to be responsible than the glandular 
system of a family tendency. The 
remedy la obvious but control is 
more easily said than done for a 
number of reasons. 
Obesity is less prevalent among 
the rich than the poor who must of 
necessity depend upon cheap foods 
that are high in starches but lack­ 
ing in satiety value. The well to 
do can afford more fat and protein, 
which satisfy the pangs of hunger 
over a longer period of time. In this 
respect obseity often is considered 
a deficiency disease and in some in­ 
stances is remedied when the indi­ 
vidual learns how to select mort 
balanced menus. 
There are many physical and 
psychological reasons for overeat­ 
ing ftychiawists tell us. for exam­ 
ple, that some women eel because 
they wish they were pregnant and 
derive satisfaction from attempting 
to duplicate the feeling of fullness 
that the added poundage brings. 
Others eat to avoid pregnancy by 
unconsciously accumulating a few 
layers of fat to discourage the ad­ 
vances of the opposite sex. 
The 
same plan is utilized to evade mar­ 
riage. 
At any rate, unhappiness 
probably is one of the moat preva­ 
lent emotional causes of gorging 
food. Mast of us have experienced, 
in periods of dissatisfaction, a long­ 
ing for •‘something'’ even though 
we don’t know what we want. Some 
attain satisfaction by nibbling on a 
cookie or piece of candy. 
The physical reasons are less well 
known. There is a theory that the 
body has the power to bura up sur­ 
plus calories in the diet. 
If every 
excess calory were stored it would 
be possible, by drinking an extra 
glass of milk each day for a year, 
to put on 24 pounds. Yet there are 
millions who remain at the sam* 
weight year after year, even though 
their diet varies considerably The 
opposite 
also 
happens; 
s o m e 
gain, even though they eat ex­ 
traordinary 
little. Unless

are careful they become plump in 
no time. There also are many who 
in early life have been able to eat 
all they want without putting on 
an ounce.

The M othballed Tanks 


BERLIN 
j 1 1 HIS STRANGE city la an Island 
of freedom amid title surround­ 
ing slavery of the Soviet zone 
of Germany. It is a place 
where millions of simple jieople 
bravely carry cm in the ever-present 
shadow of danger. It has several 
other personalities and aspects. But 
for the traveler, Berlin is, above 
all, a chink in the iron curtain, 
through which much can be seen 
that is not visible from Washington 
or Paris or London. 
Perhaps the best symbol of the 
first thing one sees through this 
chink is a mothballed tank Until 
rather recently, a large faction of 
Western intelligence officers had 
been encouraged by the belie! that 
the Soviets possessed no reserve 
armor west of the Vistula. True, 
there were at least 12 Soviet armor­ 
ed divisions in Eastern Germany, 
but 
these 
divisions, 
constantly 
wearing out their tanks in training 
and on maneuvers, did not seem 
ready for a drive across Western 
Europe. 
Then one fine morning reports 
began to oome in of tanks moth­ 
balled In garages and warehouses. 
in the same way that we mothball 
our reserve fleet. The size of this 
newly distovered reserve of Soviet 
armor has not yet been determined, 
but the estimate.* of the readiness 
of the Soviet 
armored divisions 
have already been anxiously re­ 
vised.

Red Hungary 


Puts Pressure 


On Its Farmers 


Use Of New T V Channels 
Under FCC Consideration

B U D A P E S T —uT—The Hungarian 
farm er, traditionally a strong in­ 
dividualist. is facing the prospect 
of increasing pressure 
from 
the 
Communist regime to get into the 
farm collective movement. 
Early 
this 
month 
M inister 
of 
State Erno Gero, deputy secretary 
general of the Communist Party, 
told the second party congress that 
Hungary can complete its five-year 
plan a year earlier if the farmers 
“w ill make up their backwardness.” 
The government-controlled press 
Is filled with attacks on the Kulaks, 
meaning 
the 
relatively 
wealthy 
farmer. 
At the same time the 
press is extolling the agricultural 
cooperatives and their growth in 
the colintrv. 
This is a sure sign 
of a new government drive to get 
more farmers into the collectives 
Hungary undertook an extensive 
land reform program after the end 
of the war. 
Tills was aimed at 
elim inating the feudal character of 
the agricultural economv which was 
blamed for the huge exodus of Hun­ 
garian farmers to other countries. 
Including the United States, between 
1899 and the outbreak of World 
W ar I. 
Under the land reform of 1945 
the big landowners lost their hold­ 
ings which were parcelled out to 
the so-called “ landless” peasants. 
Those with no land received from 
five to nine “ holds” and those with 
small farms already go1: an addi­ 
tional 
four to five “ holds.” 
A 
“ hold” is equivalent to a little more 
than an acre. 
Under the program 
642.000 peasant fam ilies without any 
land or dwarf holdings got about 
4.586 790 acres, that year. 
This did not solve Hungary's land 
problem 
It was apparent that the 
relatively small-sired sTins of land 
received were not sufficient to meet 
the requirements of modem agri­ 
culture. 
However, it wasn’t until August 
1948 that the Communists began to 
s t r e s s 
collectivization. 
M atyas 
Rakosl. 
secretary 
general of 
the 
Communist Party, said in a speech: I 
“ W e must face the Question which ; 
Is to be the road of development 
of the peasant farms 
The answer 
Is clear—working peasantry chooses 
the road of cooperation and mutual 
ald. the road of collective w ork" 
Progress 
toward 
collectivization 
was 
slow. 
Soon 
after 
Rakosi’s 
speech the number of cooperatives 
was given as 350. within a year as 
1.500 and by June, 1950, at 2.000 
The 
2 OOO 
cooperatives 
cultivated 
slightly over 500 000 acres 
These are the last figures made 
public here. 
A later announcement said that 
IS I per cent of all arable land 
belonged to the "socialist sector” 
at the end of 1950. but of these only 
seven per cent were peasant co­ 
operatives and 6.1 per cent state- 
owned estates. 
Behind this slow progress was 
tw ofold reasoning: That coopera­ 
tives should be formed on a volun­ 
tary basis, and that no pressure 
should be put on the peasant who 
Is suspicious of collectives anyway. 
The Communist government held 
ou* Inducements to the cooperatives 
The 
state-owned 
tractor 
stations 
offered modem m achinery for field 
cultivation to collective farms at 


a rate 30 per cent cheaper than 
those to individual farmers. Farm ­ 
ers belonging to cooperatives got 
income tax reductions ranging to 
50 per cent and favorable terms for ! 
farm loans. 
There are three kinds of coopera­ 
tives. 
Under type one members 
cooperate only in certain kinds of 
work to be done with machines. 
Type two carries this a little farther 
and 
type 
three 
is 
the 
genuine 
article, where farm equipment and 
livestock become common property. 
The government-controlled press 
hits out at anyone with 25 or more 
holds as a “ Kulak” and a capitalist 
enemy of the state. 
Ju st why 25 
holds is the line between a state 
enemy and a patriotic farmer is not

to

available figures show that after

were almost 70.000 peasant families 
with between 20 and 50 holds.
